CHAPTER 203. 

AN ACT to amend section 4667 of the statutes, relating to pros- 
ecutions in cases of embezzlement or larceny as a bailee. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 4667 of the statutes is amended to read : 
Section 4667. In any prosecution for the offense of embezzling 
under section 4418 or for larceny as a bailee under section 4415 
it shall be sufficient to allege generally in the indictment or in-
formation an embezzlement or larceny of money to a certain 
amount or of property to a certain value, without specifying any 
particulars of any such embezzlement or larceny, and on the trial 
evidence may be given of any such embezzlement or larceny com-
mitted within six months next after the time stated in the in-
dictment or information; and it shall be sufficient to maintain 
the charge in the indictment or information and shall not be 
deemed a variance if it shall be proved that any money or prop-
erty, of whatever amount, was fraudulently embezzled by the 
defendant within the said period of six months. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 204. 

AN ACT to amend section 1557n of the statutes, relating to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors to forbidden persons. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 1557n of the statutes is amended to read : 
Section 1557n. Every keeper of any saloon, shop, or place of any 
nature or character whatsoever for the sale of any strong, spir-
ituous, malt, ardent, or intoxicating liquor, who shall either di-
rectly or indirectly suffer or permit any person of either sex 
under the age of twenty-one years, unaccompanied by his or her 
parent or guardian, or suffer or permit any person to whom the 
sale of any ardent, spirituous or intoxicating liquors or drinks 
has been. forbidden in the manner provided by law, who is not 

* • * a resident, employe, or a bona fide lodger or boarder 
on the premises of such licensed person, to linger or loiter in or 
about any barroom or other room on such premises in which in-
toxicating liquor is sold or dispensed, shall for every such offense
